Dear Miss GaRVEY: 


JUST CAME home from my trip around the world, and you can’t imagine what 
a glorious time I had, and the queer sights I saw! I'll have to tell you all 
about it. 


Leaving San Francisco for the Hawaiian Islands, I came on deck to watch the 
Golden Gate as it grew smaller behind our steamer. There whom should I see 
leaning over the railing beside me but Terrill Hill, author of the current best 
seller, “My Success in Basketball and Love,” who was traveling to China to study 
conditions for his new novel. That night, when I went to dinner in the large 
dining room, I was startled by the familiar music that greeted my ears. Looking 
toward the orchestra pit I saw Horace Josiassen leading his band of “Rhythm 
Rascals.” He had among his entertainers Agnes Cunningham and Helen Arfsten, 
that famous dance duo. Also traveling on the liner were George Aho, President 
of the American Anti-Tobacco League, and Bob Spencer, Commander of the 
Jewish Navy. 


After reaching Hawaii, I wandered in the street, and what should I see but an 
Old American Curio Shoppe. Stepping inside I was greeted by the owner, Jean 
Mullis, who explained that she created her curios from “just anything that came 
along.” 


From Hawaii I took a cruise to the Samoan Islands, where I learned that the 
Swedish Missionary, Arne Berge, had been doing very valuable work in convert- 
ing the natives. In his crew were Betty Concannon and Katherine Asher, who 
designed coiftures for Samoan women. Mary Cameron was in the islands teach- 
ing the natives the Highland Fling. At the moment she was telling the governor 
how to run the islands. Sally Crawford and Rita Hayes I found had just opened 
avery chic dress shop for the native patronage. 


I next journeyed to China. After leaving the boat I was attracted by a commo- 
tion in the street. Upon investigating I found that it was just Berniece Smith try- 
ing tosell some firecrackers. Jack Heinatz, Chief of the Chinese Police Force, was 
called to the rescue. About that time I became hungry, and wandered up an alley 
to Schnozzle’s Chop Suey Palace. I was conducted by the proprietor, Dick Sey- 
mour, into his shanty, where Al Putnam was clearing the tables and serving. 
I nodded cordially to Alleta Swenson, Olympic six-day bicycle champion, who 
was placidly eating rice in the far corner. 


Leaving China, I visited Egypt. It was a moonlight night, and faintly outlined 
against the purple horizon I saw Elsie Shattock and Owen Croll jogging over 
the starlit sands. Incidentally, Mal Souza rents camels. Looking to the other side 
of me I beheld Carl Peterson ambling dreamily over the Pyramids and looking 
rather lonely. 











Going further into Africa, I ran into the Happy Hollow Seminary for Congo 
Belles, where George Pimentel was instructing. Leaving the school, I stopped at 
Jeanne Anderson’s diamond mine, where I was treated royally by her cannibals. 
Besides her diamond fortune, she holds valuable stocks in Francis Mahoney’s 
pawn shop. Horsie Flagg had recently introduced the golf craze into Africa. It 
was rather amusing to see the natives swinging their golf clubs on his Cape of 
Good Hope Country Club, where Evelyn Jorgenson and Elenore Williamson 
were acting as caddies. 


From Africa I journeyed to Venice, where Fred Rupp was the proprietor of a 
gas station. At last poor Fred has enough gas! Hearing a splash I turned around 
just in time to see Morris Burch, the crooning gondolier, come up for the third 
time. Gliding gracefully through the water was Relda Cunningham swimming 
home from a gondola ride. 


Then I went north to Germany and stopped at Heidelberg. Glancing in the 
window of a barber shop I saw Jerry Smetts getting his skull shaved. Also study- 
ing in Heidelberg was Cecil Brown, author of the Brown Theory and the left 
foot rules. On the street I met La Verne Nunes, who was gathering gossip for her 
column in the Daily News. 


After Germany I went to Switzerland, where I saw Margaret Hays chasing a 
goat up the Alps. Claude Blaine, leader and first bassoon player of the Milpitas 
Philharmonic Orchestra, was “getting away from it all” by sitting on top of the 
highest Alp and letting his feet hang over. Ruth Wade was selling goat’s milk 
and Swiss cheese in the valley below. Sighting a dark cloud overhead, I saw Jack 
Parsons doing one of his spectacular leaps over the Alps. 


From Switzerland I crossed the border into France, where I saw Jack Jansen 
wistfully admiring the statue of Napoleon. Visiting the Palace of Versailles I saw 
Florence Nelson and Anka Bratichevich wading in the fountain. Marie Kaiser 
was sliding down the Eiffel Tower. 


Crossing the channel to England we were overtaken by Juanita Klein, who 
was swimming the English Channel under water. Leonard Andersen, her man- 
ager, said that she was due to come up for air any minute. It was too foggy to see 
anything in England, but I did hear Barbara Paine, England’s foremost actress, 
learning lines from “Daddy Long-Legs” as I chanced to pass her in the street. 


After England, I returned to our own United States. I arrived in New York on 
a Sunday, and feeling that a little religion wouldn’t hurt me I went to church 
where Walt Adams was preaching a sermon entitled “Come, Ye Sinners.” 


I left New York for California on an airplane and arrived there three hours 
later, where I was given a most hearty reception by my husband and seven chil- 
dren. After seeing what had become of all my classmates, I concluded that I was, 
without exception, the luckiest Fremonter of the class of June, ’34.

| BASKETBALL 


é| NDER THE ABLE tutelage of Coach Rockwell Blondin, who in three years as 

pilot of the Green and Gold basketball machine has produced two cham- 
pionship squads, Fremont High’s basketball team, co-holders of the 1933 crown, 
won the 1934 O. A. L. race, undefeated. This is something of a record, as it is the 
first time in fifteen years that an O. A. L. hoop squad has gone through its sched- 
ule without the loss of a game. 


After defeating the California 145’s,. Emeryville Hayward, and Alameda in 
their practice schedule, they swung into league play with a lineup that boasted 
the two best guards in the city, Hill and Garetson; dependable Captain Milt 
Stahowski at center, the eagle-eyed Arne Berge and “Red” Lowans, the free- 
throw artist, at forwards. 


They took Castlemont, an old enemy, into camp, 20—15, and the following 
week played Roosevelt in a heated contest. The Reds put up a strong fight, and 
it was only Arne Berge’s last-minute.free throw that turned the fray into a 27—26 
victory.

Two potential champion clashed when the Tigers met Oakland in their fifth 
game. The Emerald Avalanche ended the scrap on top, 28—21, only after a hair- 
raising game. 

After the Oakland game the Bengals coasted by University 25—20 and ended 
up the season with a rousing 37—17 victory over Tech. 


Fremont, representing the East, met Oakland again in the last quarter of the 
East-West Game. Although the Tigers outscored the Oaks, 13—12, the West won 
the tilt, 38—35. 


BASEBALL 


oacH Hat Berven’s baseball squad had a mediocre season this year. As THE 
FLAME goes to press, with Fremont still to meet Technical in the last game 
of the season, ‘the Tigers have won two and lost four. 


The Bengals, playing big league ball, defeated Castlemont 3—1, but went into 
a hitting slump for the next two games, being outslugged by Roosevelt 8—2 and 
San Leandro 6—1.
